HYDRASTIS. 

(orange  root) 
ENTALLY  the  Hydrastis  individual  is  high  spir- 
ited, light  hearted  and  good  natured.  He  is  in 
gocd  spirits  and  everything  looks  rosy  and  bright 
to  him.  Later  on  this  condition  is  followed  by 
gloom  and  despondency.  He  becomes  fretful 
and  low  spirited,  and  still  later  in  the  proving  he  becomes 
very  disagreeable,  spiteful  and  even  vindictive.  This  is  fol- 
lowed by  dullness  of  memory,  absent  mindedness  and  an  aver- 
sion to  study. 

In  the  study  of  the  head  we  find  confusion  and  a  feeling 
as  if  the  brain  were  intoxicated  or  narcotized.  He  suffers 
with  dull  morning  headaches  which  are  of  a  nervous  gastric 
character.  There  is  a  frontal  headache  with  heaviness  and 
fullness  worse  over  the  left  eye,  which  is  increased  to  a  burst- 
ing feeling  when  walking.  The  headaches  are  relieved  by 
pressure  and  by  going  out  in  the  open  air.  The  time  of  ag- 
gravation is  usually  at  n  a.  m.,  like  sulphur  and  nat.  mur. 

The  pains  in  the  parietal  region  or  base  of  the  brain 
are  not  to  be  overlooked  in  our  study  of  this  remedy.  Many 
of  its  headaches  are  accompanied  with  indigestion,  bilious- 
ness and  acidity  of  the  stomach.

The  discharges  are  apt  to  be  excoriating  and 
are  seldom  bland  like  pulsatilla.  The  face  or  the  conjunctiva 
is  often  sallow  and  the  eyes  surrounded  by  dark  circles.  The 
tongue  is  moist,  coated  yellow  and  shows  the  imprint  of  the 
teeth  (mere,  and  podo.).

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In  purulent  inflammation  of  the  middle  ear  with  a  thick, 
tenacious  yellow  discharge,  should  it  be  thick,  yellowish, 
mucc-purulent,  irritating  and  offensive  and  accompanied  with 
a  polypoid  growth  and  perforation  of  the  drum,  the  more 
certain  will  it  point  to  this  remedy.  We  have. the  same  dis- 
charge from  the  nares,  although  it  is  apt  to  be  more  stringy 
and  tenacious.  The  coryza  is  fluent,  yellowish,  thick,  white 
or  bloody,  coming  out  in  long  tenacious  shreds  (kali,  b.),  or 
there  is  chronic  ozena  with  thick-yellowish  matter  from  the 
posterior  nares,  often  a  burning  rawness  followed  by  itching. 
These  inflammations  may  even  become  diphtheritic,  complete- 
ly plugging  up  the  nose. 

Hydrastis  has  cured  epithelioma  or  pipe  cancer  of  the  lip 
accompanied  with  the  peculiar  discharges  mentioned,  the  base 
of  the  ulcer  being  of  a  dingy  reddish  color.  In  the  tongue  we 
have  a  sensation  of  being  burned  with  vesicles  on  the  tip. 
The  tongue  is  usually  large,  thick,  flabby,  yellow  coated,  often 
slimy  and  exhibiting  the  imprint  of  the  teeth.  It  is  indicated 
in  cancer  of  the  tongue  with  the  excessive  thick,  yellowish 
mucus  secretion  which  has  already  been  described,  and  in 
stomatitis  with  the  follicles  greatly  enlarged,  fiery  red  and 
discharging  thick  tenacious  mucus.  The  sore  mouths  of  this 
remedy  bleed  easily.  (Borax,  dry  sore  mouth.)  It  may  be 
called  for  after  the  abuse  of  mercury  or  even  in  syphilis. 

In  chronic  catarrh  of  the  threat,  pharynx  and  oesophagus 
we  have  a  fruitful  field  for  this  remedy,  but  we  must  not  use 
it  locally  lest  we  suppress  the  discharge  and  throw  the  disease 
back  in  upon  the  organism.  A  careful  analysis  of  the  ca- 
tarrhal symptoms  above  mentioned  is  our  only  safe  guide. 
The  more  profound  the  action  of  the  local  application,  the 
more  profound  the  suppression.  Don't  forget  the  catarrhal 
sore  throat  or  sore  mouth  of  women  and  children,  where  the 
mucous  membranes  are  studded  with  large  protruding  points, 
deep  red  and  covered  with  a  thick  yellowish  tenacious  muco- 
purulent secretion. 

The  hydrastis  patient  usually  has  a  poor  appetite.  The 
desire  is  for  eggs;  bread,  meat  and  vegetables  are  disliked. 
In  cancer,  all  food  is  vomited  except  milk.  The  symptoms  of 
the  stomach  are  faintness  at  the  pit  and  a  sinking  ''all-gone" 
feeling  with  a  sympathetic  pulsation.  This  empty,  sunken, 
gone  feeling  is  made  worse  by  eating,  which  is  the  reverse  of 
sulphur.  There  is  great  weakness  of  the  digestion,  worse  in 
the  morning  or  at  1 1  a.  m.  In  this  it  again  resembles  sulphur. 
There  may  be  complete  atony  of  stomach  and  digestive  or- 
gans, constant  vomiting  of  mucus  in  its  gastritis,  with  obsti- 
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nate  constipation,  and  thickly  yellowish  coated  tongue  show- 
ing the  imprint  of  the  teeth.  The  liver  is  always  torpid  and 
often  the  stool  is  ashy  colored  and  scanty,  the  face 
and  skin  jaundiced,  the  urine  dark,  the  whites  of  the 
eyes  greenish-yellow.  There  is  vomiting  of  food  mixed  with 
sour  putrid  tenacious  mucus;  thirst,  loss  of  appetite;  "all- 
gone"  sinking  sensation  in  the  epigastrium,  and  you  have  a 
vivid  picture  of  this  wonderful  remedy.  Dr.  Bell,  in  his 
splendid  little  work  on  "Diarrhoea,"  has  left  hydrastis  com- 
pletely out.  The  bowel  symptoms  are,  however,  clear  cut  and 
easily  recognized.  They  are  urging  to  stool  with  a  sensation 
as  if  the  bowels  would  move  when  only  wind  passes.  The 
stools  are  soft,  loose  and  light  colored.  In  diarrhoea  the  dis- 
charges are  slimy,  tenacious,  acrid,  greenish  mucus.  In  chron- 
ic, obstinate  constipation  the  stools  are  bullet-like,  often  light 
colored  and  ashy,  showing  lack  of  bile.  It  has  constipation 
accompanied  with  sour  eructations ;  empty  feelings  in  the 
stomach ;  dull  morning  headaches ;  sallow  complexion ;  foul, 
thickly-coated  tongue  and  constipation  with  piles ;  burning  in 
the  rectum  during  and  after  stool.  In  chronic  cystitis  the 
urine  is  dark,  easily  decomposed  and  accompanied  with  a 
thick,  ropy  mucous  discharge.  In  gonorrhoea  of  the  second 
stage  there  is  the  same  copious  thick,  ropy  mucous  discharge. 
In  gleet  the  discharge  always  remains  thick,  copious  and 
ropy,  and  there  is  a  dragging  sensation  in  the  testicle  and 
groin.  The  discharge  is  usually  painless  and  accompanies  an 
empty,  "gone"  feeling  in  the  stomach  and  quite  often  the 
bilious  and  gastric  symptoms. 

Skin  Symptoms. — Jaundice  and  skin  of  a  dark  yellowish- 
green  color.  Burning  heat  in  the  skin,  with  much  itching. 
Large  yellowish  vesicles  filled  with  a  limpid  fluid ;  copious 
and  offensive  perspiration  of  the  genitals  and  axillae;  nettle 
rash  resembling  scarlet  fever  over  the  whole  body ;  burning 
and  itching  of  the  eyelids,  which  are  puffed  and  swollen.  It 
is  sometimes  called  for  in  the  intertrigo  of  children.  Erysipe- 
las-like rash  on  the  hands,  wrists,  fingers  and  palms,  with 
great  heat  and  burning,  followed  by  a  marked  exfoliation  of 
the  skin.  It  may  be  called  for  in  burns,  scalds,  chronic  ul- 
cers, bed  sores  in  scrofulous  and  cachectic  individuals.  It 
may  be  called  for  in  variola  where  there  are  dark  pustules 
and  ulcers  in  the  mouth,  fauces  and  throat,  which  are  very 
sore  and  accompanied  with  intense  itching.  In  the  back  the 
eruption  is  accompanied  with  intense  itching  and  tingling. 
The  face  is  greatly  swollen,  eyes  closed  from  the  intense  swell- 
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ing-;  patient  semi-conscious.  It  will  often  relieve  the  itching 
and  irritation  very  quickly. 

It  is  antidoted  sometimes  by  sulphur  and  it  is  occasionally 
called  for  to  antidote  mercury  and  chlorate  of  potash.  It 
works  nicely  in  the  30th,  200th  and  i-M  potencies. 

HYDROCOTYLE. 

E  PREPARE  A  TINCTURE  of  this  remedy  from  the 
Asiatic  plant.  It  has  been  used  as  a  remedy  in  India 
for  a  long  time,  being  first  used  in  the  treatment  of  leprosy. 
As  we  study  carefully  the  general  outlines  of  its  symptoms, 
we  see  it  has  a  wide  range  of  action.  Dr.  Boileau  is  said  to 
have  cured  over  fifty  cases  of  leprosy  with  this  remedy  alone. 
Its  action  is  deep,  as  it  reaches  not  only  the  tubercular  ele- 
ment but  the  syphilitic.  It  cures  lepra  tuberculosa  where  the 
tubercules  are  large,  nodular  and  the  pus  bloody.  It  has 
proven  a  good  remedy  in  elephantiasis  and  in  severe  forms  of 
pemphigus.  It  is  to  be  thought  of  in  tubercular  eruptions 
about  the  face ;  in  lupus  vulgaris  of  the  nose  where  the  crusts 
are  thick  and  the  discharge  is  quite  yellow  and  mixed  with 
blood.  The  edges  of  its  ulcers  are  irregular,  livid,  circular, 
with  scaly  edges. 

Xct  infrequently  the  skin  troubles  of  this  remedy  have  a 
copper  color  or  a  copper  areola.  The  patient  in  most  diseases 
calling  for  this  peculiar  remedy  complains  of  a  bruised  feeling 
in  the  muscles,  like  arnica,  or  a  drawing  sensation  in  the 
muscles  similar  to  rhus  tox.,  with  weariness  and  heaviness  in 
the  extremities  and  body  generally.  The  occiput  is  sensitive, 
with  constricted  feeling  in  the  back  of  the  head:  it  is  also 
felt  in  the  constrictor  muscles  of  the  pharynx.  The  taste  is 
insipid  or  bitter.  In  the  stomach  we  have  a  loathing  for  food, 
with  great  aversion  to  tobacco  smoke.  In  the  abdomen  we 
have  the  same  constricted  feeling  in  the  intestines  and  espec- 
ially that  of  the  transverse  colon.  Vesicle  irritation  coming 
on  every  few  minutes,  with  constriction  of  the  bladder  and 
frequent  desire  to  urinate.  There  is  vesicle  irritation  of  the 
neck  of  the  bladder  in  women,  with  much  heat  and  itching  in 
the  vagina.  Cancer  of  the  uterus  with  finger-like  growths. 
The  cervix  is  very  red,  and  this  intense  redness  often  extends 
to  the  vagina  and  vulna. 

In  the  rheumatism  of  this  remedy  we  have  a  bruised 
pain  or  a  sensation  as  if  bruised,  as  in  arnica.  It  brings  back 
to  the  patient  old  rheumatic  pains  that  have  not  been  present 
for  a  long  time  (X-ray).  A  heaviness  with  formication  is 
often  felt  over  the  region  of  the  kidneys.    A  contracted  feel- 
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ing  is  always  present  in  the  forearms,  with  a  great  desire  to 
stretch  the  muscles.  In  this  it  resembles  rhus.  There  is 
great  weariness  in  the  muscles  of  the  extremities,  which  is 
worse  standing  (sul.).  At  the  climacteric  period  we  have  very 
hot  flashes,  followed  by  profuse  sweat.  It  has  cured  cirrhosis 
of  the  liver,  pruritis  vulva,  erysipelas  where  the  eruption  was 
intensely  red,  chilblains  with  the  same  intense  redness,  lep- 
rosy, lupus  vulgaris,  sudamina,  aphonia,  cancer  of  the  uterus, 
as  well  as  impotency  in  the  male  and  female  and  night  sweats. 

HYOSCYAMUS  NIGER. 

/TT  HE  ACTIOX  of  this  most  wonderful  remedy  centers  it- 
W  self  upon  the  brain.  If  any  other  than  brain  or  mental 
symptoms  arise,  they  will  nearly  all  be  found  to  be  reflex,  due 
to  some  irritation  of  the  brain  or  its  special  nerves,  like  the 
pneumogastric  or  those  governing  speech,  sight  and  hearing. 
Cerebral  hyperaemia  is  usually  present  in  some  form  when 
hyoscyamus  is  called  for  in  the  treatment  of  disease.  It  may 
be  so  light  as  to  produce  only  mild  hallucinations  of  vision. 
Then  again,  it  may  be  so  profound  as  to  produce  complete 
unconsciousness,  profound  stupor,  or  stupor  with  snoring  res- 
piration. It  stands  midway  between  belladonna  and  stramo- 
nium in  its  cerebral  activity,  with  fever  less  frequent.  It  is 
called  for  in  a  sanguine  temperament  where  there  is  a  lack  of 
brain  stability  in  disease.  The  whole  brain  substance  is  easily 
irritated  and  excited.  The  nervous  and  hysterical  element 
seems  to  be  on  the  surface.  The  slightest  annoyance  or  dis- 
turbance in  the  routine  of  life  produces  delirium.  Delirium 
and  hallucination  of  all  the  special  sense  organs  are  the  keys 
that  open  up  the  doors  and  let  us  into  the  mystery  of  the  ac- 
tion of  hyoscyamus. 

The  same  irritability  that  characterizes  the  mental 
sphere  is  seen  in  the  physical.  In  the  muscles  we  have  twitch- 
ing, jerking,  quivering  and  strong  contractions,  with  all  sorts 
of  choeric  and  automatic  movements  which  are  seen  in  the 
fevers  and  nervous  troubles  of  this  remedy.  There  are  con- 
vulsions with  or  without  consciousness.  In  severe  and  pro- 
longed diseases  we  meet  with  the  most  profound  prostration. 
In  typhoid  fever  we  notice  day  by  day  the  gradually  increas- 
ing prostration,  the  low  typhoid  state,  the  mental  paralysis, 
picking  at  the  bed  clothes,  or  at  flocks.  He  looks  so  helpless, 
so  imbecile,  with  the  mind  wandering  and  with  all  co-ordina- 
tion out  of  harmony.  Women  have  convulsions  during  labor, 
during  puerperal  state,  and  children  have  convulsions  from 
fright  or  from  worms. 
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It  is  indicated  in  diseases  with  increased  cerebral  activ- 
ity; in  hysteria  or  delirium  tremens.  The  patient  jumps  out 
of  bed  in  her  delirium  and  tries  to  escape.  Thinks  she  is  not 
in  her  own  room  or  not  at  home.  Talks  of  imaginary  scenes, 
but  personally  desires  nothing;  makes  irrelevant  assertions, 
uncovers  the  body  and  talks  obscenely.  Sees  imaginary 
things;  faces  appear  on  the  paper  of  the  walls,  or  on  the  fur- 
niture; fears  to  be  alone;  of  being  sold;  poisoned;  is  bitter 
and  suspicious  of  the  nurse  or  friend,  plotting  against  her, 
but  speaks  of  these  things  in  a  mild  manner.  She  often 
laughs,  sings,  weeps  and  talks  incessantly;  complains  of  im- 
aginary noises.  There  are  illusions  of  all  the  special  senses. 
She  sings  obscene  songs;  lies  naked  in  bed  unconscious  of 
the  fact  and  talks  incessantly.  There  is  involuntary,  loud 
laughter,  with  silly,  childish  actions.  Things  all  look  red  or 
double.  The  eyes  are  red,  sparkling  and  constantly  in  mo- 
tion, following  you  about  the  room. 

Again,  there  may  be  the  opposite  to  this :  the  patient 
may  be  stupid,  listless  and  dull,  with  mild  wandering  delir- 
ium;  muttering  indistinctly;  starting  up  in  her  sleep  as  if 
greatly  frightened,  and  crying  out.  She  dreams,  talks  in  her 
sleep,  and  the  illusions  of  sight  and  sound  are  mixed  together. 
Xow  she  is  suspicious,  now  quiet,  now  in  a  frenzy  of  mania. 
Often  she  thinks  her  medicine  is  poisoned  and  refuses  to  take 
it.  Sometimes  she  becomes  a  veritable  Hamlet ;  you  can't 
come  to  a  conclusion  whether  the  patient  is  insane  or  not. 
Again  we  notice  only  the  gradually  increasing  stupor,  and 
the  low  mutterings,  with  the  picking  at  flocks,  which  she  per- 
forms slowly  and  deliberately,  as  if  co-ordination  was  about 
gone. 

Outside  of  true  mania,  however,  or  hysterical  states,  the 
hycscyamus  patient  does  not  go  into  violence  like  some  other 
remedies.  They  are  passive  in  their  delirium  and  mental 
aberrations.  They  talk  of  business  or  of  their  usual  avoca- 
tion in  life  ;  they  prattle,  laugh,  smile  and  think  they  are  not 
at  home  or  are  in  the  wrong  place.  It  is  said  they  have  a 
fear  of  running  water  equal  to  lyssin. 

In  the  severer  forms  of  mania  calling  for  this  remedy, 
we  notice  that  they  have  fears  of  being  left  alone;  of  being 
poisoned;  bitten,  or  of  being  betrayed  by  their  friends,  or  of 
being  sold.  They  suddenly  become  suspicious  and  make 
abrupt,  short  and  angry  answers.  They  desire  to  lie  naked. 
They  rave,  scold  and  become  abusive  with  the  tongue  and 
are  not  choice  in  their  language. 
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In  delirium  tremens  we  have  clonic  spasms,  aversion  to 
light.  They  make  every  effort  to  escape  when  possible. 
The  eyes  look  wild  and  they  tremble  all  over  after  exertion. 
In  insanity,  great  melancholia  follows  these  fits  of  passion. 
They  have  no  appetite,  eat  nothing,  and  will  not  talk.  They 
are  sleepless,  timid  and  fearful,  trying  to  hide  themselves  or 
run  away.  They  make  every  effort  to  escape,  and  sometimes 
do,  although  a  number  are  watching  them.  After  severe  at- 
tacks of  mania,  the  face  is  pale  and  ashy,  the  eyes  have  a 
strange,  wild  expression  in  them ;  they  constantly  look  at  their 
hands  and  think  they  are  too  large. 

Epilepsy.  The  patient  suddenly  falls  with  a  loud  shriek. 
Every  muscle  of  the  body  is  convulsed  and  there  is  frothing 
at  the  mouth.  There  is  snoring  respiration ;  are  unable  to 
swallow ;  the  stool  and  urine  often  involuntary ;  face  red ; 
numbness  of  the  hands  often  follows.  The  headache  is  at- 
tended with  pressure  on  the  vertex  with  drawing  pains  at  the 
nape  of  the  neck.  Quite  often  the  patient  complains  of  a  va- 
cant feeling  and  confusion. 

Meningitis.  The  brain  feels  loose  or  there  is  a  sensation 
of  swashing  in  the  head.  In  cerebral  hyperemia  there  is 
throbbing  in  the  arteries ;  face  and  eyes  red  and  sparkling,  or 
the  face  turns  blue  or  purple,  or  the  eyes  roll  about  in  the 
orbits;  the  lids  quiver  and  twitch.  There  is  a  brilliancy  or 
lustre  to  the  eyes,  a  wild  look  as  seen  in  insanity.  In  low 
forms  of  fever  the  nostrils  look  sooty  (helleboris),  the  tongue 
red  or  brown,  dry  and  cracked;  many  times  looking  like 
burnt  leather,  and  it  is  protruded  with  great  difficulty.  Speak- 
ing is  difficult  also.  There  is  often  paralysis  of  the  sphincter 
— ani  or  vesica.  This  often  occurs  after  a  severe  prolonged 
labor  (am.,  opium).  The  menses  are  usually  profuse  and 
bright  red,  accompanied  in  some  cases  with  hysteria,  epilepsy 
or  convulsions,  nausea  and  profuse  sweat.  In  severe  pro- 
longed fevers  the  abdomen  becomes  greatly  distended  and 
tympanitic;  it  feels  as  tense  as  a  drum,  almost  to  bursting. 
There  are  petechial  spots  all  over  it  and  it  becomes  very  sore 
and  sensitive.  The  stools  are  painless,  watery  mucus,  mushy 
and  involuntary. 

In  hyoscyamus  we  meet  with  hysterical  cough  in  young 
girls,  especially  where  we  have  the  tubercular  element  or  a 
spinal  irritation.  It  is  paroxysmal,  coming  on  from  fear, 
worry  or  excitement,  and  expends  its  force  upon  the  larynx. 
It  is  a  dry,  tickling  sensation,  with  choking,  gaping;  a  dry, 
spasmodic  tickling  in  the  larynx,  which  is  worse  lying  down, 
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at  night,  or  eating,  drinking,  talking  ;  better  sitting  up.  We 
will  have  to  compare  it  with  bell.,  rhus.,  marcenella,  etc.  The 
patients  cough  until  they  are  exhausted  or  have  no  breath. 
It  is  like  the  discharge  of  a  rapid  firing  gun  (stitca.).  Cold 
perspiration  breaks  out  all  over  the  patient,  the  muscles  twitch 
and  jerk  until  they  finally  become  exhausted.  It  may  be 
called  for  in  children  who  have  whooping  cough  that  is  worse 
in  the  night;  in  coughs  after  measles,  or  in  nervous  affec- 
tions of  women.  The  expectoration  often  tastes  salty  or  is 
blood  streaked.  Inspiration  is  difficult  (expiration  difficult, 
spongia).  Hyosciamous  usually  has  a  convulsion  as  a  climax 
of  its  troubles. 

The  skin  troubles  of  this  remedy  are  not  very  marked, 
but  are,  nevertheless,  interesting.  In  fevers  the  skin  is  dry, 
hot  and  pale.  In  scarlet  fever  it  is  bright  red,  accompanied 
with  delirium  or  convulsions.  Nervous  symptoms  of  the 
throat  develop  and  also  the  nervous  spasmodic  cough ;  the 
stupor,  drowsiness,  the  vacant  staring,  the  sparkling  eyes,  the 
watery  and  involuntary  stools  and  the  low  muttering  delirium 
complete  the  picture. 

In  small  pox,  the  pustules  are  large,  dry,  repellant  erup- 
tions with  diarrhoea,  or  with  convulsions.  Ulcers  form  with 
large  pustules  surrounding  them  that  are  greatly  inflamed  and 
are  sensitive  to  touch;  worse  from  warmth.  Anthrax  gan- 
grene with  mental  phenomena  is  found  in  this  remedy. 

GLONOINE. 

(XITRO-GLYCERIXE.      C3  H5   (X02)  03.) 

SHE  MENTAL  symptoms  of  this  remedy  are  quite  a 
pronounced  factor  in  the  proving.  Anxiety,  fear  and 
an  apprehension  of  danger  or  of  death,  may  often  be  present. 
Sometimes  it  is  a  fear  of  impending  misfortune  or  of  being 
poisoned,  or  they  recall  old  grievances.  They  have  some- 
times a  strong  desire  to  run  away,  or  are  inclined  to  jest; 
they  are  usually  animated  and  talkative.  Sometimes  there  is 
a  confusion  of  ideas,  becoming  confused  easily;  they  lose 
their  way  in  the  streets. 

The  circulation  in  this  remedy  is  greatly  disturbed. 
There  is  sudden  congestion  to  organs  and  especially  to  the 
brain;  pulsations,  beating  as  of  a  hammer  in  the  brain  (nat 
mur,  lack.,  actea.  rac).  The  blood  seems  to  surge  to  the 
brain  or  to  the  head.  It  goes  in  waves  of  heat  something 
like  the  cold  waves  in  gelsemium. 

These  symptoms,  together  with  the  headaches,  are  re- 
lieved in  the  open  air  like  Pulsatilla.    Cool  air  and  bathing

in  cool  water  greatly  relieves  these  explosive-like  conges- 
tions of  glonoine.  The  headache  is  better  by  lying  down 
with  the  head  high  on  the  pillow,  or  by  getting  in  a  shady, 
cool  place,  away  from  the  heat  of  the  sun.  Its  headaches 
and  congestions  may  come  on  from  heat  whether  it  be  from 
the  sun's  rays  or  from  artificial  heat. 

The  vertigo  of  this  remedy  is  quite  severe.  It  may  be 
felt  either  in  the  forehead  or  vertex.  Headache  with  an 
intense  fullness,  a  feeling  as  if  all  the  blood  in  the  body  had 
rushed  to  the  brain.  Occasionally  the  headaches  begin  at 
the  root  of  the  nose,  but  more  frequently  they  are  felt  in  the 
forehead  or  base  of  the  brain  or  the  vertex.  They  are  ac- 
companied with  great  heat  and  congestion  (bell.),  and  some- 
times nausea  and  vomiting,  where  the  forehead  feels  cold 
and  the  vertex  extremely  hot.  The  head  feels  heavy  and  full 
as  if  bursting,  or  as  if  the  brain  were  bursting  or  expanding. 
Headache  with  intense  fullness,  pulsations  in  the  temples, 
carotid  arteries  throb  violently,  the  veins  are  round  and 
swollen  like  whip  cords  (china  off.).  There  are  flushes 
of  heat  to  the  head  and  a  sensation  as  if  the  brain  were 
crowded  with  blood.  Often  there  is  a  full  feeling  in  the 
throat  with  a  screwed  sensation  in  the  chest.  After  sun- 
stroke there  is  violent  throbbing  and  pulsations  in  the  brain, 
and  vertigo  with  flushes  of  heat  which  cold  bathing  and 
lying  with  the  head  high  and  holding  the  head  tightly  in 
the  hands,  or  bandaging,  relieves. 

In  meningeal  troubles  in  young  people  and  children,  the 
pain  in  the  head  causes  them  to  scream  out.  It  is  not  the 
screaming  of  apis,  coming  when  the  patient  is  semi-conscious, 
but  from  the  intensity  of  the  pain.  This  pain  seems  deep  in 
the  brain.  The  vertex  is  hot,  the  eyes  red  or  bloodshot,  the 
face  purple,  and  they  desire  the  head  to  be  pressed  or  held 
tightly.  The  pain  in  the  head  is  so  intense  that  they  run 
about  the  room  holding  it  tightly  in  the  hands  (ign.,  tub., 
lac.  dcflor.). 

The  headaches  of  glonoine  are  worse  from  a  jar,  heat, 
sun's  rays,  from  uncovering  the  head,  stooping,  lying  and 
with  the  head  low.  There  is  a  summer  headache  that  begins 
with  the  warm  weather  and  lasts  all  summer.  These  people 
always  carry  an  umbrella  (bell.).  There  is  another  form  of 
headache  when  every  pulsation  of  the  heart  is  felt  in  the 
brain.  There  is  burning  heat  on  the  vertex ;  the  face  flushed ; 
the  pulse  small,  feeble ;  the  skin  cold  and  clammy,  and  cov- 
ered with  cold  sweat,  or- they  are  pulseless  at  the  wrist.  The 
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ears  feel  full  or  he  hears  the  heart  pulsation  in  the  ears.  All 
the  blood  seems  to  be  forced  upwards.  It  is  an  explosive 
form  of  congestion  with  pulsations  in  the  temples. 

Case. — While  visiting  in  a  city  in  Indiana  sometime 
ago,  I  came  upon  a  man  sitting  by  the  side  of  a  new  sewer 
that  was  being  constructed.  He  was  the  foreman  of  the 
gang  of  workmen  who  were  blasting  rock  in  order  to  put  in 
sewer  pipe.  He  had  come  forward  to  inspect  the  result  of  a 
recent  blast,  before  the  smoke  had  cleared  away.  He  sat 
upright  with  his  hands  clasping  tightly  about  the  temples, 
and  complained  of  a  bursting  sensation  in  the  brain,  which 
he  was  trying  to  modify  by  pressure.  The  face  was  red,  the 
pupils  large,  and  the  hands  cold.  I  put  a  single  powder  of 
belladonna  on  his  tongue  which  restored  him  to  a  normal 
condition  in  less  than  an  hour.  Afterwards  speaking  to  him 
of  the  headache,  he  said  that  he  was  sure  the  brain  could  not 
long  endure  such  severe  pulsations  and  surging  of  the  blood 
through  the  blood  vessels.  In  his  case  the  head  seemed 
enormously  large  and  full  and  bursting.  There  was  great 
soreness  following  the  cessation  of  the  pain,  which  was  ag- 
gravated by  jar  or  shaking  the  head.  After  the  headache  the 
eyeballs  felt  sore  on  being  moved;  they  were  injected  and 
seemed  to  protrude.  I  think  a  potency  of  glonoine  was  in- 
dicated in  this  case.    I  had  none  with  me,  however. 

It  may  be  thought  of  in  some  cases  of  exopthalmic 
goiter.  The  patient,  when  suffering  severely  from  a  head- 
ache, complains  of  a  mist  before  the  eyes  and  they  are  apt 
to  fill  with  water  easily.  The  face  grows  flushed  as  the 
headache  increases,  and  pale  when  nausea  and  vomiting  be- 
gins or  when  the  cold  perspiration  sets  in.  Not  infrequently 
there  is  an  oily  or  fatty  taste  in  the  mouth,  or  it  may  be 
sharp  and  bitter.  In  the  throat  we  have  a  fullness,  choking 
or  tight  feeling  like  laehesis,  with  a  frequent  desire  to  swal- 
low. 

In  the  heart  and  respiratory  organs  we  have  some  very 
severe  spasmodic  symptoms.  Deep,  stertorous  breathing  or 
sighing  respiration  in  heart  and  lung  troubles;  dyspnoea  and 
loud  mucous  rales,  with  oppression  over  the  whole  chest,  and 
accompanied  with  a  tight  constricted  or  choky  feeling  in  the 
throat.  Every  now  and  then  the  patient  takes  a  deep  breath 
as  they  do  when  the  heart  is  tired.  In  the  heart  the  beat  is 
so  strong  that  the  patient  feels  each  stroke  or  hears  it  audibly. 
The  heart  throbs,  pulse  is  intermittent  and  he  is  obliged  to 
sit  up  or  lie  with  the  head  very  high.    Cannot  lie  down 
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(ars.).  Great  anxiety  about  the  heart  (ars.,  lack.).  Chest 
about  the  heart  feels  full  and  the  heart  seems  to  rise  to  the 
throat  (actea).  Violent  action  of  the  heart,  pulsation  dis- 
tinct over  the  whole  body.  You  can  see  the  stroke  of  the 
apex  against  the  chest  wall.  It  moves  the  clothing  over  the 
apex  with  each  stroke. 

In  one  prover  the  pulse  arose  within  two  minutes  from 
70  to  ioo,  the  face  began  to  glow  and  the  temples  to  throb. 
The  pulse  grew  quicker,  fuller  and  harder  rapidly.  When 
lying  down  a  throbbing  and  pulsation  is  felt  over  the  whole 
body. 

The  glonoine  patient's  troubles  feel  better  at  night,  when 
sitting  up,  or  lying  with  the  head  high.  Smoking,  applying 
pressure  to  the  temples  or  vertex  and  head,  and  walking 
relieves  the  pain  in  the  heart. 

guaiacum. 

(lignum  vitae.) 
IND  MOROSE,  obstinate,  with  weakness  of  memory, 
forgeting  what  he  has  just  read.  There  are  violent 
stitches  in  the  brain  from  below  upward;  drawing,  pressive 
piain  in  right  forehead  and  temple,  and  trancient  stitches  in 
the  right  temple.  There  is  a  sensation  of  swelling  and  disten- 
tion of  the  eyes.  The  lids  seem  too  short  to  cover  them 
(amaurosis).  Stitching  pain  in  the  right  cheek  or  over  the 
malar  bone ;  stitches  from  larynx  to  left  clavicle. 

In  the  bladder  we  have  the  same  character  of  pain ;  sharp 
stitches  after  urinating.  The  desire  to  urinate  is  constant 
with  copious  passages  of  urine.  Urinates  every  half  hour 
but  only  a  few  drops  pass  with  urging. 

In  this  remedy  we  have  violent  laryngeal  cough  (laryn- 
gitis), with  palpitation  of  the  heart.  The  cough  is  dry  and 
frequent  until  some  mucus  is  expectorated.  Stitches  in  the 
left  side  of  the  chest  are  frequent.  I  have  relieved  two 
cases  of  rheumatism  with  this  remedy;  both  cases  were  in 
men  who  had  suppressed  gonorrhoea,  and  had  developed  a 
sub-acute  rheumatism.  Both  patients  lived  near  a  river  where 
there  was  much  dampness.  Rhus  tox.  helped  in  these  cases 
a  great  deal,  but  did  not  relieve  the  stiffness,  soreness  and 
lameness  of  the  muscles.  Dulcamara  seemed  to  be  indicated 
yet  did  no  good.  The  aggravation  from  cold  and  dampness 
are  similar. 

Guaiacum  has  stitching  pains  in  the  cervical  region  both 
left  and  right,  rheumatism  and  stiffness  of  the  whole  left  side 
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of  the  back  extending  from  the  nape  of  the  neck  down  to  the 
sacrum.  It  relieved  a  right-sided  sciatic  rheumatism  where 
the  pain  and  stiffness  extended  the  whole  length  of  the  limb. 
It  was  aggravated  greatly  by  turning  in  bed  and  better  by 
rest  and  lying  clown.  The  patient  becomes  easily  tired  from 
walking.  There  are  tearing  pains  and  needle-like  stitches 
when  walking  or  turning  in  bed.  There  are  drawing  pains  in 
the  knee  or  extending  from  the  middle  tibia  to  toe,  and  pains 
in  the  knee,  ankle  and  foot,  ending  with  a  sharp  stitch. 

This  is  different  from  any  other  remedy.  There  is  no 
desire  to  work,  as  motion  aggravates  the  rheumatism,  yet 
these  sharp  stitching  pains  may  come  on  when  sitting  per- 
fectly quiet  He  yawns  and  stretches  and  is  unable  to  fall 
asleep  at  night.  He  has  frequent  awakenings  from  sleep 
as  from  fright.  He  dreams  the  whole  night  through.  Has 
nightmare  when  lying  on  his  back  and  awakens  with  cries. 
Like  mix  vomica  he  is  a  chilly  patient ;  he  is  relieved  by 
warmth,  dry  weather  and  stretching  out  the  affected  part 
like  rhus  tox.

SEBORRHOEA,  PITYRIASIS  STEATOIDES,  DERMATI- 
TIS, SEBORRHOEICUM  MANIFESTATIONS,  DIAG- 
NOSTICS AND  TREATMENT  METHODS.

SHALL  BEGIN  with  a  general  consideration 
of  seborrhoea,  touching  upon  its  relationship  to 
comedo,  acne  and  follicular  psorospermosis.  I 
shall  then  discuss  the  so-called  senile  wart  and 
pre-epitheliomatous  senile  seborrhoea.  Pityri- 
asis steatoides  and  its  relationship  to  seborrhoeic  dermatitis 
will  next  be  given  attention.  I  shall  then  present  seborrhoeic 
psoriasis,  concluding  with  differential  diagnosis  and  internal 
and  topical  treatment. 

Let  me  begin,  then,  by  stating  that  seborrhoea  usually 
presents  itself  first  at  the  time  of  puberty,  as  an  overproduc- 
tion of  sebum,  which  gives  to  the  skin  a  greasy,  oiled  appear- 
ance, and  which  is  probably  due  to  an  altered  condition  of  the 
skin  glands.  This,  and  only  this,  condition  can  be  considered 
a  true  seborrhoea;  that  is,  an  oily  condition  of  the  skin  with- 
out the  addition  of  scales,  crusts  or  squames;  when  such  a 
condition  does  exist,  then  we  have  a  pityriasis  steatoides  or  a 
dermatitis  seborrhoeicum.  Seborrhoea  thus  defined  may  ap- 
pear upon  the  hairy  and  non-hairy  portions  of  the  body,  the 
scalp,  the  eyebrows,  the  public  parts  and  the  arm-pits,  while 
the  non-hairy  parts  presenting  this  seborrhoeic  condition  are 
the  nose  and  adjacent  parts  of  the  cheeks,  the  forehead  and 
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chin;  the  presternal  and  interscapular  regions  and  scrotum  as 
well. 

Functional  symptoms,  as  a  rule,  are  wanting  in  a  true 
condition  of  seborrhoea.  There  is  occasionally  slight  itching, 
especially  when  there  is  profuse  sweating  or  when  warm  or 
overheated.  Congestion  and  inflammation  are  wanting;  the 
parts  are  cool  and  pallid;  the  orifices  of  the  sebaceous  glands 
are  large,  and  are  filled  with  a  visible  whitish,  yellowish  plug, 
which  can  be  readily  expressed  with  the  thumb  nail.  If  we 
were  to  take  this  very  matter  so  expressed,  place  it  upon  a 
slide,  wash  with  ether,  then  stain  with  any  aniline  dye,  and 
place  beneath  the  microscope,  great  numbers  of  very  fine  bacil- 
li would  be  revealed  to  us.  These  bacilli  are  a  constant  factor 
in  all  cases  of  true  seborrhoea,  and  are  known  as  the  micro- 
bacilli  of  seborrhoea,  resembling  somewhat  in  appearance  the 
tubercle  bacilli. 

Seborrhoea  usually  has  two  periods  of  intensity — the 
age  of  evolution  and  involution — being  seen  in  all  stages  and 
degrees  of  intensity. 

Let  us  consider  for  a  moment  or  two  what  happens  to 
these  fatty  plugs  which  exist  in  the  dilated  orifices  of  the 
sebaceous  glands,  and  which  will  demonstrate  to  us  the  very 
close  relationship  which  does  exist  between  seborrhoea  and 
comedo  and  acne,  for  comedo  is  really  only  a  variety  of 
seborrhoea,  and  acne  a  final  stage  of  an  infected  process.  As 
long  as  the  dilated  orifices  of  the  sebaceous  glands  continue 
to  discharge  their  fatty  secretion  there  is  no  comedo,  but  once 
the  process  of  free  discharge  ceases,  then  we  have  an  occlu- 
sion of  the  duct  with  the  formation  of  an  impacted  fatty  cylin- 
der, whose  point  soon  becomes  black,  quite  discernable  in  the 
gaping  orifices,  and  thus  we  have  the  comedo,  which,  indeed, 
contains  many  a  colony  of  microbacilli. 

Let  us  follow  onward  to.  the  process  of  acne  formation. 
These  very  glands  which  have  become  occluded  and  have 
given  way  to  the  formation  of  comedo  become  the  seat  of 
staphylococcic  infection,  for  the  comedo  has  very  little  re- 
sistance, and  ere  we  are  aware  of  it  infection  takes  place,  and 
we  have  the  comedo  giving- way  to  the  formation  of  an  acne 
lesion. 

I  shall  say  a  few  words  at  this  point  with  reference  to 
another  condition  which  no  doubt  likewise  bears  a  close  rela- 
tionship to  seborrhoea.  I  refer  to  follicular  psorospermosis, 
a  condition  investigated  by  Darier,  and  which  is  probably 
super-seborrhoeic  in  nature.    In  the  seats  of  seborrhoeic  man- 
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ifestations  occasionally  are  to  be  seen,  in  the  dilated  sebaceous 
orifices,  brown,  conical  crusts  raised  on  a  papular  projection. 
It  is  most  frequently  to  be  seen  in  the  nasal  furrows,  the  fold 
of  the  chin  and  on  the  forehead.  The  condition  is  chronic 
and  may  be  seen  at  any  period  of  life,  but  most  frequently 
seen  in  the  adolescents  of  the  poorer  classes  where  the  essen- 
tials of  hygiene  are  usually  neglected.  The  true  nature  of 
this  condition  is  disputed. 

I  shall  now  return  for  a  few  moments  to  a  further  con- 
sideration of  simple  seborrhoea,  and  you  will  recall  that  I 
refer  to  that  condition  of  pure  seborrhoea  without  the  pres- 
ence of  squames  or  scales.  When  the  scalp  is  involved  the 
hairs  are  covered  with  an  excess  of  oil ;  they  are  greasy  to  the 
touch  and  tend  to  mat  together,  and  in  the  uncleanly  a  rancid, 
offensive  odor  may  be  present.  If  the  head  be  bald,  the  un- 
covered top  has  its  characteristic  shiny  appearance.  This  con- 
dition of  true  seborrhoea  seldom  remains  long,  for  other  fac- 
tors enter  in  and  there  is  soon  a  condition  of  pityriasis  super- 
imposed, which  may  later  lead  to  a  dermatitis  seborrhoeicum. 

The  forehead  is  frequently  the  site  of  a  profuse  sebor- 
rhoea and,  next  to  the  nose,  is  one  of  the  first  regions  in 
which  it  occurs.  As  usual,  there  are  to  be  seen  the  profuse 
outpouring  of  oil,  with  the  dilated  sebaceous  orifices,  with 
its  characteristic  fatty  plug  and  its  myriads  of  microbacilli. 
Seborrhoea  simplex  has  a  characteristic  site  of  election  in 
the  anterior  and  posterior  thoracic  regions.  On  the  upper 
portions  of  the  chest  it  is  characterized  by  the  fact  that  the 
discharge  of  oil  is  not  as  profuse  as  upon  the  nose  or  fore- 
head ;  that  the  skin  is  smooth  and  somewhat  shiny ;  and  lastly, 
the  sebaceous  pores  are  marked  by  pale  brown  spots.  Sebor- 
rhoea, posteriorly,  between  the  shoulder  blades,  is  usually 
quite  well  marked;  there  is  frequently  here  a  hyper-secretion 
of  both  sebum  and  sweat,  a  condition  named  by  Besnier  as 
"hyper-stea-thi-drosis."  This  location  is  usually  the  seat  of 
marked  comedo  and  acne  complication. 

Before  leaving  the  question  of  seborrhoea  simplex,  I 
should  like  to  say  a  few  words  with  reference  to  a  fatty  epi- 
dermic secretion  of  the  scalp  in  infants,  which  no  doubt  pri- 
marily is  a  simplex  seborrhoea,  but  later  on  becomes  associ- 
ated with  epidermic  debris.  The  crusts  which  form  may 
cover  the  entire  scalp  or  may  be  limited  to  very  small  areas. 
They  are  yellowish  to  brownish  in  color,  may  be  thick  or  thin, 
moist  or  dry.  and  are  often  associated  with  an  irritation  of 
the  adjacent  skin,  which  results  in  the  formation  of  a  purulent 
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exudation.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  this  condition  is  the 
result  of  neglect,  and  may  lead  to  permanent  alopecia. 

We  are  now  ready  to  take  up  the  consideration  of  the 
fiat  senile  seborrhoeic  wart,  and  which  should  probably  be 
properly  called  a  super-seborrhoeic  wart.  Superimposed  on  a 
seborrhoea  of  old  age,  and  occasionally  in  those  who  are  pre- 
senile, is  a  flat  seborrhoeic  wart.  It  is  quite  flat  and  is  scarce- 
ly raised  above  the  level  of  the  skin.  It's  color  is  a  yellowish, 
brownish  or  dirty  gray.  The  skin  has  an  unclean  appear- 
ance and  is  covered  with  senile  scum.  These  flat  warts  are 
said  to  be  contagious,  and  frequently  multiply  in  great  num- 
bers after  the  fortieth  year.  They  are  to  be  found  upon  the 
nose,  the  backs  of  the  hands  and  upon  the  back,  although  no 
part  of  the  body  is  especially  exempt,  especially  where  there 
is  a  seborrhoeic  condition  existing.  Epitheliomatous  transr 
formation  frequently  occurs. 

Pre-eptheliomatous  concrete  senile  seborrhoea  now  de- 
mands our  attention.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  this  condi- 
tion is  of  a  similar  nature  as  the  senile  wart.  It  is  of  slow 
formation,  and  consists  of  hard,  yellow,  adherent  crusts 
which  are  quite  adherent  to  the  underlying  skin  and  are  con- 
nected to  it  by  a  series  of  prolongations  which  penetrate  into 
the  orifices  ofnhe  sebaceous  glands.  The  process  is  extreme- 
ly slow  and  may  continue  four  or  five  years.  Beneath  these 
crusts  of  concrete  seborrhoea,  epithelioma  often  develop. 

We  shall  next  take  up  the  consideration  of  those  sebor- 
rhoeas  which  are  associated  with  squames  and  crusts.  Those 
which  are  associated  with  squames  alone  I  shall  designate  as 
pityriasis  steatoides;  that  is,  a  seborrhoea  with  fatty  scales 
or  squames ;  and  those  associated  with  crusting  and  inflam- 
mation of  the  integument  beneath  I  shall  refer  to  as  derma- 
titis seborrhoeicum. 

I  have  already  demonstrated  that  seborrhoea  is  a  hyper- 
secretion of  oil  or  sebum,  pure  and  simple,  and  have  further 
demonstrated  that  simple  seborrhoea  is  not  a  disease  associ- 
ated with  scales  or  squames,  as  it  is  usually  understood.  I 
now  take  up  such  a  condition  and  refer  to  pityriasis  steatoides. 
Let  us  first  refer  to  the  scalp,  as  it  is  here  that  we  see  this 
condition  in  its  most  typical  form.  We  well  know  that  sebor- 
rhoea is  one  of  the  factors  which  is  more  than  responsible 
for  baldness,  bearing  in  mind  the  presence  of  fatty  micro- 
bacilli  ever  present  in  the  sebaceous  pores.  I  shall  refer  to 
seborrhoea  as  the  third  stage  of  a  process  which  has  produced 
baldness,  the  second  stage  being  a  condition   of  pityriasis, 
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which  simply  means  a  scaly  condition,  a  condition  of  pityri- 
asis steatoides,  a  fatty  pityriasis,  as  it  were.  The  first  stage, 
being  a  pityriasis  simplex,  a  simple  scaling  of  the  scalp,  the 
scales  dry  and  powdery,  with  the  presence  of  the  bottle  bacillus 
of  Unna. 

Let  n.s  consider  the  condition  of  pityriasis  steatoides  else- 
where. In  the  nasal  furrow  and  the  eyebrows  it  presents  it- 
self as  small,  pale,  yellow  scales,  which  are  accompanied  with 
local  itching  and  have  a  tendency  to  recur  very  rapidly  after 
removal.  Occasionally,  especially  in  women,  a  pityriasis 
steatoides  will  extend  beyond  the  margin  of  the  hairy  scalp, 
usually  for  not  more  than  half  an  inch  there  is  very  slight 
induration  and  redness  of  the  skin.  The  lesions  are  scaly  and 
often  covered  with  fine  yellow  particles.  Occasionally  there 
is  marked  crusting.  The  condition  is  known  as  the  corona 
seborrhoeica,  so  named  by  Unna.  The  presence  of  fat  can  be 
demonstrated  by  the  use  of  white  blotting  paper. 

The  regions  of  the  moustache  and  beard  are  often  the 
seat  of  pityriasis  steatoides,  and  consists  of  numerous  partly 
detached  scales,  which  are  yellowish  and  greasy  in  character. 
These  scales  are  to  be  seen  between  the  hairs  at  their  base. 
There  is  intense  itching  and  a  continual  loss  of  hair. 

Pityriasis  steatoides  may  affect  the  bald.  Usually  on  the 
vertex  may  be  seen  circinate  or  gyrate  outlines  covered  with 
small,  yellow,  fatty  scales.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the 
presence  of  the  bottle  bacilli  and  the  microbacilli  of  sebor- 
rhoea  can  be  demonstrated  in  all  of  the  preceding  lesions 
described. 

The  seborrhoeas  to  be  seen  between  the  shoulder  blades 
and  upon  the  chest  often  present  themselves  as  pink  spots  or 
red  papules  surmounted  with  fatty  scales  scattered  here  and 
there,  assuming  many  different  forms,  and  associated  with 
mild  inflammation  (dermatitis  seborrhoeicum) .  Occasionally 
there  is  coalescence  with  the  formation  of  odd  gyrations. 
These  patches  are  clearly  defined  by  a  fatty,  yellow,  scaly  or 
crusted  border,  which,  on  being  removed,  reveals  a  moist,  oily 
surface.  This  condition  is  usually  chronic  and  tends  to  re- 
main a  long  time. 

Beneath  the  fatty  scales  secondary  inflammation  often 
occurs,  being  the  reaction  to  an  existing  morbid  condition. 
There  is  exudation,  often  matting  of  the  hairs  in  the  hairy 
regions ;  itching  is  greatly  increased,  and  later  there  is  a  for- 
mation of  thick,  heavy  crusts.  This  condition  is  known  as 
dermatitis  seborrhoeicum  and  not  eczema  seborrhoeicum,  be- 
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cause  we  have  here  a  dermatitis  with  a  definite  entity,  which 
is  not  so  of  eczema. 

Seborrhoeic  psoriasis  is  our  next  theme.  This  form  of 
psoriasis  differs  from  the  usual  forms  in  the  fact  that  the 
scales  are  not  of  that  characteristic  white  pearly  character 
so  commonly  seen,  but  are,  instead,  of  a  yellowish,  greasy 
character.  The  patches  in  this  form  are  not  as  large,  there 
is  less  bleeding  on  the  removal  of  the  scales,  and  there  is  less 
infiltration.  This  form  of  psoriasis  has  a  predilection  for  the 
medio  thorax  which  other  forms  do  not  have. 

Before  we  can  take  up  the  question  of  treatment,  we 
must  necessarily  be  concerned  with  the  matter  of  diagnosis, 
for  there  are  a  few  conditions  which  might  be  more  or  less 
confusing  and  thus  deter  us  from  coming  to  correct  conclu- 
sions. To  obviate  such  possibilities  I  shall  go  over  the  differ- 
entiating points  which  will  be  of  interest  to  us  in  coming  to 
a  correct  diagnosis. 

I  shall  first  consider  eczema,  non-seborrhoeic  in  charac- 
ter, for  correct  diagnosis  here  is  important  and  essential,  as 
the  methods  of  treatment  are  quite  diverse.  In  a  pure  eczema 
there  is  always  evidence  of  inflammation,  in  the  acute  form 
marked  weeping,  and  in  the  chronic  forms  marked  infiltra- 
tion. Where  there  is  crusting  or  scaling  there  is  an  absence 
of  fat  or  oil,  and  the  itching  is  much  more  intense. 

Psoriasis  of  the  scalp  may  at  times  be  mistaken  for  sebor- 
rhoeic dermatitis,  but  if  we  will  remember  that  in  psoriasis 
the  hairs  penetrate  the  crusts,  which  are  non-greasy,  and  be- 
neath which  bleeding  points  are  apt  to  present  themselves : 
whereas  in  seborrhoeic  dermatitis  the  crusts  are  greasy,  the 
hairs  do  not  penetrate,  but  are  matted  together  beneath  the 
crusts,  and  there  is  a  serum-like  exudate.  Lupus  erythe- 
matosus can  easily  be  differentiated  from  allied  conditions  by 
recalling  the  fact  that  the  scales  are  adherent  and  dip  down 
into  the  follicles,  and  are  non-greasy,  while  there  may  be 
present  atrophic  changes  with  the  presence  of  scars. 

Ichthyosis  is  a  condition  which  is  usually  present  from 
birth  ;  the  scales  are  dry  and  non-greasy,  the  condition  may 
be  universal,  and  is  usually  better  in  the  summer  time. 

Syphilis,  with  its  crusting  lesions,  may  at  times  simulate 
crusting  seborrhoeas,  yet  if  we  will  continue  to  bear  in  mind 
that  one  point,  presence  or  absence  of  oil  or  fat,  our  conclu- 
sions will  often  be  quickly  reached;  yet  at  times  seborrhoea 
may  co-exist  with  syphilitic  lesions,  which  must  as  well  be 
borne  in  mind.

THE  CRITIQUE 


Diffuse  trichophytosis  capitis  is  occasionally  seen,  and 
has  been  mistaken  for  seborrhoea.  The  microscope  here  will 
aid  in  a  diagnosis,  presenting  large  numbers  of  the  trycophy- 
ton  fungus,  and  beneath  the  scales  are  to  be  found  reddish 
points  or  papules. 

Pityriasis  rosea  demands  a  few  words  in  the  way  of  dif- 
ferentiation, for  it  very  often  resembles  seborrhoeic  condi- 
tions. Let  us  not  forget  the  "mother  spot"  which  sometimes 
precedes  the  general  eruption  for  a  week  or  ten  days ;  then 
again  the  scales  are  fine  and  branny,  the  patches  are  smaller 
and  often  ovid  in  shape  and  pinkish  in  color,  and  the  eruption 
may  last  from  a  few  weeks  to  several  months. 

We  are  now  ready  to  consider  the  question  of  treatment. 
As  in  all  skin  diseases,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  diet,  the 
general  hygiene  and  the  digestive  tract,  should  not  be  regu- 
lated here,  for  it  is  more  than  essential  and  productive  of 
good.  Topical  treatment  demands  sulphur  or  sulphur  in 
combination  with  resorcin,  and  happily  in  sulphur  and  resor- 
cin  we  have  a  remedy  par  excellent.  In  those  simple  oily 
seborrhoeas  so  common  about  the  nose  and  forehead  and 
chin  there  is  nothing  better  than  the  lotio  alba :  that  is,  the 
compound  zinc  sulphide  solution,  a  drachm  each  of  zinc  sul- 
phate and  potassium  sulphide  and  six  ounces  of  rose  water. 
The  ingredients  must  be  fresh,  especially  the  potassium  sul- 
phide ;  then  there  will  be  produced  a  white  precipitate,  which 
gives  the  solution  its  name.  This  should  be  rubbed  into  the 
affected  parts  once  daily,  the  length  of  time  of  its  application 
being  regulated  by  the  amount  of  dermatitis  caused.  If  the 
reaction  be  too  great,  the  ingredients  in  the  solution  can  be 
lessened,  or  the  lotion  should  be  withheld  for  a  day  or  two, 
and  a  mild  soothing  ointment  applied.  The  parts  should  as 
well  be  washed  with  a  mild  antiseptic  solution  daily,  and  tinc- 
ture of  green  scap,  to  remove  the  debris. 

In  the  crusty  or  scaly  forms  of  seborrhoea,  whether  upon 
the  scalp  or  other  parts  of  the  body,  the  scales  or  crusts 
should  first  be  carefully  removed  with  the  use  of  the  salicy- 
lated  olive  oil,  five  to  ten  grains  to  the  ounce.  The  following 
ointment  should  then  be  applied  daily :  Sulphur  and  resorcin, 
of  each  twenty  grains,  and  cold  cream,  one  ounce.  Cold 
cream  as  a  base  in  these  conditions  acts  most  admirably.  It 
is  not  sticky,  disguises  the  odor  of  the  sulphur,  with  its  deli- 
cate aroma  of  roses,  and  is  quite  pleasant  to  use,  standing  up 
very  well  in  hot  weather.  The  same  ointment  can  as  well 
be  used  in  cases  of  simple  seborrhoea,  corona  seborrhoeicum, 
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dermatitis  seborrhoeicum,  follicular  psorospermosis,  senile 
wart,  concrete  seborrhoea,  in  fact  in  any  of  the  seborrhoeic 
conditions ;  regulating  the  strength  of  the  ingredients  accord- 
ing to  the  age  of  the  patient,  the  amount  of  inflammation 
present,  and  its  chronicity.  The  treatment  must  be  long  con- 
tinued, even  after  apparent  disappearance,  for  seborrhoeas 
are  all  prone  to  return. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  again  repeat,  clinical  experience 
demonstrates,  day  after  day  and  year  after  year,  the  undis- 
puted efficacy  of  the  indicated  homoeopathic  remedy.  Dem- 
onstrated by  the  fact  that  patients  just  cannot  help  getting 
well,  even  when  they  repeatedly  fail  and  refuse  to  carry  out 
the  prescribed  local  treatment,  as  the  general  run  of  dispen- 
sary patients  are  wont  to  do.  Among  the  more  important 
remedies  are  sulphur,  sepia,  amnion,  mur.,  bryonia,  calc.  carb., 
kali,  sulph..  petroleum,  phos.  and  sepia.

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BAPTISIA  TINCTORI A. 

HIS  USEFUL  REMEDY  has  come  under  the 
ban  of  the  council  on  pharmacology  and  chem- 
istry of  the  American  Medical  Association. 
Some  months  ago  we  called  the  attention  of  our 
readers  to  the  opinion  of  this  council  on  some 
ether  remedies  which  it  condemned.  In  the  same  pamphlet 
in  which  these  remedies  were  condemned  I  find  this  with 
reference  to  baptisia  tinctoria. 

The  council  says:  "Wild  indigo  (baptisia  tinctoria)  has 
been  in  use — generally  by  the  electics — for  about  three-quar- 
ters of  a  century,  but  there  was  no  satisfactory  evidence  that 
it  has  any  therapeutic  value — it  is  not  official  in  the  United 
States  or  other  leading  pharmacopeias. 

"A  preparation  of  wild  indigo  is  advertised  with  extrav- 
agant claims  for  its  therapeutic  action,  but  these  claims  are 
not  supported  by  any  substantial  evidence.  Other  virtues 
ascribed  to  wild  indigo  are  its  properties  as  a  cardiac  and 
hepatic  stimulant  and  its  value  in  sepsis,  particularly  in  ty- 
phoid fever.  It  has  emetic  and  cathartic  properties,  but  even 
these  are  inferior  to  those  possessed  by  many  other  drugs. 

"It  is  very  evident  that  a  drug  possessing  the  extraordi- 
nary merits  that  have  been  claimed  for  wild  indigo  would  not 
have  remained  unnoticed  by  the  leading  authorities  on  phar- 
macology and  therapeutics,  especially  after  its  prolonged  use 
in  medicine.  Owing,  therefore,  to  the  lack  of  substantial  evi- 
dence of  its  usefulness,  baptisia  is  not  considered  as  of  suffi- 
cient importance  to  warrant  its  inclusion  in  the  list  of  non- 
official  drugs.    It  is  probably  entirely  superfluous." 

Thus  says  the  learned  council  on  pharmacology  and 
chemistry.  You  will  observe  that  this  council  admits  certain 
properties  as  belonging  to  this  drug.  You  will  also  observe 
that  it  has  classed  these  properties  as  inferior  to  those  pos- 
sessed by  many  other  drugs.  This  is  true,  in  part,  with  every 
drug  in  the  materia  medica,  and  yet  when  the  drug  is  needed 
for  a  certain  condition,  no  other  drug  can  take  its  place.  You 
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will  also  observe  that  it  has  not  been  placed  in  any  of  the  so- 
called  United  States  pharmacopeias.  It  has,  therefore,  been 
classed  as  "probably  entirely  superfluous/'  The  word  "prob- 
ably" leaves  the  question  open. 

The  council  intimates  that  it  may  or  may  not  be  useful. 
It  discredits  the  clinical  experiences  of  the  eclectics.  It  says 
not  a  word  about  the  provings  of  the  homeopaths.  These  are 
the  schools  which  have  used  baptisia  to  great  advantage,  and 
because  this  remedy  was  introduced  and  used  by  these  two 
schools,  the  learned  council  on  chemistry  has  declared  it  non- 
official. 

Let  us  ask,  therefore,  "What  would  the  council  give  to 
a  man  suffering  from  la  grippe  when  they  find  these  condi- 
tions— a  besotted  countenance,  bleary  eyes,  aching  head,  sore 
throat,  pains  and  soreness  all  over  the  body  and  a  profound 
prostration?"  Would  the  council  prescribe  the  usual  mixtures 
for  la  grippe,  and  would  the  learned  council,  after  such  re- 
peated prescription,  finding  their  patient  growing  worse  and 
possibly  becoming  morbid,  say,  "All  was  done  that  could  have 
been  done''  ?  Possibly  it  would  do  this.  Stranger  things  than 
this  have  been  done  repeatedly.  If  this  council  knew  nothing 
of  baptisia  and  found  conditions  in  la  grippe  such  as  just 
given  and  baptisia  would  not  be  administered  or  prescribed, 
recovery,  to  say  the  least,  would  be  very  slow ;  for  this  is  a 
condition  calling  for  baptisia,  and  baptisia  is  the  remedy  that 
will  remove  it  quickly  and  surely.  Suppose,  again,  that  such 
a  case  was  found  and  the  homeopath  prescribed  baptisia  in 
the  thirtieth  potency  in  repeated  doses  and  cured  his  case  in 
three  days,  would  the  learned  council  say  that  the  physician 
prescribing  baptisia  had  made  a  mistake  in  his  diagnosis? 

It  is  stated  that  this  remedy  is  non-official  because  it 
lacks  verification.  How  strange!  Look  at  the  provings  just 
for  a  moment.  Here  they  are  in  bold  type,  clear,  distinct  and 
to  the  point :  "Stupor ;  falls  asleep  while  being  spoken  to ; 
confused  as  if  drunk;  cannot  keep  his  mind  together;  a  wild, 
wandering  feeling.  The  illusion  that  the  body  is  double ;  as 
if  the  limbs  are  separated  and  conversing  with  each  other; 
cannot  sleep  because  the  body  seems  scattered  about  and  can- 
not collect  the  pieces ;  there  is  a  dull,  heavy  sensation  in  the 
head,  with  drowsiness  and  heavy  eyelids ;  the  head  feels  large 
and  numb  and  bruised ;  brain  feels  sore,  bruised  feeling  in  the 
occipit;  heavy  feeling  at  base  of  brain;  in  the  back;  in  the 
cervical  muscles;  frontal  headache  with  pressure  at  the  root 
of  the  nose  ;  the  neck  is  tired  ;  cannot  hold  head  in  any  posi- 
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tion ;  the  eyes  cannot  bear  light ;  they  burn,  are  weak  and  pain 
on  reading;  a  sense  of  weight  on  the  eyes;  bleary  eyes;  lids 
partially  paralyzed;  an  illusion  of  smell  as  of  burnt  feathers; 
pain  in  the  left  parotid  gland;  flat,  bitter  taste;  tongue  swol- 
len; feels  numb,  speech  difficult;  the  tongue  is  coated,  whitish 
yellow,  and  feels  burnt  or  scalded;  dry,  parched,  drawn  asun- 
der, cracked  and  ulcerated ;  oesophagus  feels  constricted  down 
to  the  stomach ;  can  only  swallow  liquids ;  convulsive  contrac- 
tion of  oesophagus  and  cardiac  orifice  with  a  regurgitation  of 
food ;  sinking,  all  gone  feeling ;  pain  in  liver  and  especially  in 
the  gall  bladder;  in  the  spleen;  in  the  iliac  region;  in  the 
groins ;  foetid  exhausting  diarrhoea ;  dysentery  in  the  autumn 
or  hot  weather;  terrible  sinking  at  the  stomach,  with  foetid 
breath." 

There  is  aggravation  of  nearly  all  the  complaints  on 
waking,  worse  on  walking  in  the  open  air,  cold  wind,  in  the 
autumn  or  hot  weather.  These  are  only  some  of  the  general 
conditions  brought  out  pointedly  in  the  provings.  These  are 
some  of  the  conditions  cured  countless  numbers  of  times  at 
the  sick  bed.  Call  these  things  typhoid  fever,  la  grippe,  diph- 
theria or  by  whatever  name  you  please,  baptisia  cures  them, 
and  it  cures  them  quickly,  safely  and  surely.  All  the  councils 
the  A.  M.  A.  could  appoint  in  a  year  would  not  be  able  to 
disprove  these  provings  and  clinical  verifications  and,  suppose 
it  is  not  in  the  United  States  pharmacopeia,  does  that  prevent 
a  physician  from  prescribing  baptisia  for  a  patient  who  needs 
it? 

Were  a  member  of  the  learned  council  ill,  and  were  he 
told  that  baptisia  would  save  his  life,  would  he  object  to  tak- 
ing it  simply  because  it  is  not  in  the  pharmacopeia?  What 
nonsense!  And  yet  that  is  just  what  is  being  done  every  day. 
Thousands  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  la  grippe  and  diphtheria 
are  aborted  every  year  by  men  who  know  what  this  remedy 
will  do  when  properly  administered,  and  yet  the  council, 
which  has  never  given  the  remedy,  which  has  never  studied 
the  provings,  which  has  never  seen  it  tried  out  at  the  sick  bed, 
sits  in  judgment  upon  its  value,  and  condemns  it.  Men,  other 
than  those  belonging  to  their  association,  have  brought  it  for- 
ward, have  proven  it,  have  found  it  of  value  and  introduced 
it  to  the  materia  medica  and  would  not  do  without  it.  It 
might  be  well  for  this  learned  council  to  restudy  this  remedy, 
particularly  its  provings,  and  then  stand  by  the  bedside  of 
some  one  who  is  trying  it  out  on  the  sick  and  see  if  they  will 
still  hold  to  their  opinion. 
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UICK  WORK.— To  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,  535  Dearborn  Avenue, 
Chicago,  111.  Gentlemen :  In  1908  the  undersigned  were 
appointed  a  committee  by  the  American  Institute  of 
Homoeopathy  to  present  to  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation on  behalf  of  the  Homoeopathic  profession  of  the 
United  States  a  proposition  for  a  joint  investigation  of 
the  scientific  merits  of  the  method  of  drug  selection  expressed  by  the 
formula  "Similia  Simbilibus  Curentur." 

The  committee  has  presented  the  matter  to  individual  members  of  the 
House  of  Delegates,  but  we  believe  the  matter  has  never  been  regularly 
presented  to  the  House  or  to  the  Association  itself,  as  a  whole.  We 
request  that  you  bring  the  matter  up  for  consideration  and  early  action 
by  both.  For  the  following  reasons  it  seems  to  us  a  subject  worthy  of 
your  serious  thought : 

This  rule  has  governed  the  selection  of  drugs  in  the  treatment  of 
disease  by  a  considerable  number  of  medical  practitioners  for  over  a 
century.  We  feel  that  the  time  has  come  when  this  formula  should  be 
brought  before  the  whole  medical  profession,  carefully  investigated  by 
modern  scientific  methods  and  a  determination  made  of  the  exact  value 
of  this  method  in  the  practice  of  medicine.    We  seek  this. 

First — Because  the  voluntary  testimony  of  a  large  number  of 
physicians  who  do  not  understand  the  correct  application  of  this  method 
indicates  their  desire  to  make  use  of  it. 

Second — 'Because  a  large  number  of  men  who  attempt  its  use  ought 
to  be  able  to  get  a  better  understanding  of  its  true  significance. 

Third — Because  we  believe  a  large  majority  of  the  medical  profession 
would  have  their  usefulness  and  their  power  to  benefit  the  sick  largely 
enhanced  by  a  thorough  knowledge  of  this  method. 

Fourth— Because  we  believe  that  suffering  is  lessened  and  sickness 
more  speedily  and  comfortably  terminated  through  drugs  administered 
according  to  the  rule  of  similars- 

Fifth — Because  we  feel  that  a  careful  investigation  of  this  subject 
belongs  to  the  whole  medical  profession  and  not  to  any  single  branch 
of  it. 

Sixth — We  feel  that  such  research  regarding  the  formula  of  similars 
is  desirable.    Because  the  exactness  of  modern  science  with  the  present 
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means  of  investigation,  together  with  the  accurate  observation  of  the  sub- 
jective as  well  as  the  objective  symptoms,  make  it  expedient  to  investigate 
the  action  of  many  drugs  coming  into  use  at  the  present  time,  as  well 
as  to  re-examine  those  long  proven. 

For  the  above  reasons  we  pray  that  your  organization  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  to  meet  a  like  committee  from  the  American  Institute 
of  Homoeopathy  to  discuss  this  subject  with  a  view  of  attempting  a 
demonstration  of  the  accuracy  of  the  theory  of  similars,  or  of  proving  its 
falsity. 

It  seems  to  us  that  its  joint  investigation  should  be  made  under  the 
auspices  of  some  research  like  the  Rockefeller  Institute  of  New  York  or 
the  McCormick  Institute  of  Chicago.  These  institutions  have  the  experts 
necessary  for  such  a  test ;  with  trained  eyes  they  could  follow  its  course 
from  start  to  finish.  Whether  the  result  of  the  particular  investigation 
should  prove  satisfactory  or  not,  the  effort  would  not  be  wasted  because 
a  list  of  drugs  in  common  use  among  the  members  of  your  Association 
as  well  as  ours  can  be  selected  for  this  study  of  their  physiological 
action.  These  accurate  observations  would  be  of  permanent  value  to  both 
schools. 

After  careful  investigation  of  the  effects  of  these  drugs  in  different 
strengths  upon  the  human  body,  as  well  as  observing  their  poisonous 
effects  in  animals,  an  extensive  trial  of  their  therapeutic  efficacy  should 
be  made  in  some  of  the  large  public  hospitals  to  test  the  action  of  these 
remedies  in  exemplifying  this  theory  of  drug  administration. 

In  recent  years  every  effort  has  been  made  to  unite  the  medical  pro- 
fession. A  large  number  of  legal  practitioners  is  kept  from  affiliation 
because  of  its  belief  in  a  method  of  drug  selection,  the  truth  of  which 
is  questioned  by  the  majority.  Let  us  make  a  thorough  test  of  this 
hypothesis.  If  it  be  proven  true,  humanity  will  be  benefited  by  the  en- 
larged and  improved  armamentarium  of  all  physicians ;  if  it  be  disproven, 
the  last  obstacle  to  medical  union  will  have  been  removed. 

To  the  end,  therefore,  that  the  truth  be  established,  let  us  put  this 
theory  to  the  test  proposed.  Naturally  we  feel  confident  that  the  prin- 
ciple will  be  established,  but  in  the  interest  of  mankind  we  request  that 
you  join  us  in  a  scientific  demonstration  of  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the 
theory  of  cure  promulgated  by  Samuel  Hahnemann.

Accompanying  the  foregoing  report  the  chaiiman  in- 
closed a  letter  urging  our  co-operation  and  support 
in  bringing  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  our  readers  in 
order  to  inform  them  of  the  "fair  and  broad  spirit  in  which 
the  American  Institute  wishes  the  subject  considered." 

Xo  one  doubts  for  a  moment  the  humble  attitude  of  the 
committee  in  its  approach  to  the  all-powerful  A.  M.  A.  any 
more  than  it  is  possible  they  overlook  the  deliberate  manner 
of  invasion.  While  we  are  not  inclined  to  censure  or  criticise 
the  committee  it  strikes  us  that  five  years  is  a  long  time  in 
which  to  bring  about  a  decision  of  equal  enthusiasm  as  well  as 
a  report  so  lacking  in  loyalty  to  homoeopathy. 

Just  why  the  joint  investigation  should  be  supervised  by 
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some  research  laboratory  known  as  antagonistic  to  anything 
and  everything  except  such  scientific  procedures  as  emanate 
from  A.  M.  A.,  is  debatable  at  least. 

If  the  A.  M.  A.  desires  demonstration  of  the  law  of 
similars J  let  its  committee  come  as  students  of  homoeopathy 
instead  of  satelites  "investigating"  something  concerning 
which  an  adverse  opinion  has  already  been  formed. 

The  American  Medical  Association,  if  it  takes  action  at 
all,  will,  no  doubt,  measure  the  practical  importance  of  the 
suggestion  proportionately  with  the  procrastination  displayed 
in  presenting  it  them  by  its  promoters,  and  "govern  them- 
selves accordingly." 

HE  A.  M.  A.  AND  HOMOEOPATHY.— Their  success  at  legisla- 
tion the  last  few  years  has  made  this  medical  trust  very  bold.  Their 
latest  coup  d'e  tat  is  the  handling  of  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  of 
the  U.  S.  Army,  which  has  1200  members  in  the  United  States,  of  whom 
112  in  Chicago  and  215  in  New  York  are  members  of  the  A.  M.  A.  The 
idea  is  that  they  will  have  an  organization  with  "Trust"  fellows  in  every 
big  city  of  the  U.  S.,  and  will  hand  out  the  political  crumbs  and  favors 
to  certain  fellows,  and  through  the  War  Department  of  the  U.  S.,  they 
would  pinch  Washington  so  that  the  medical  department  of  the  Army 
shall  become  a  kitchen  in  which  the  A.  M.  A.  shall  cook  up  its  various 
schemes. 

Take  particular  note  that  members  of  this  medical  corps  are  to  be 
allowed  to  practice  in  any  state  in  the  Union. 

If  you  or  I  wish  to  become  a  member  of  this  medical  corps  we  must 
undergo  a  physical  and  written  examination,  and  as  a  further  precaution, 
we  must  be  between  twenty-two  and  forty-five  years  of  age  to  be  elligible. 

But  to  those  who  belong  to  the  clique  this  is  a  huge  joke.  No  one 
who  was  persona  non  grata  to  the  Oligarchy  ever  had  an  opportunity  to 
submit  an  application  in  writing.  Applications  were  made  and  acted  on 
where  the  alleged  "applicant"  was  ignorant  of  both  the  application  and 
the  action  taken  upon  it-  The  majority  of  the  Chicago  contingent  were 
not  examined  at  all — not  even  physically.  Any  examination  which  may 
have  been  given  in  most  cases  was  a  farce.  So  far  as  I  can  ascertain 
only  two  were  examined  as  is  pretended  to  be  prescribed  by  law,  and 
these  gentlemen  were  not  examined  in  Chicago.  The  "Examining  Board" 
in  most  cases  was  a  single  army  medical  officer,  and  the  examination 
consisted  of:  "How  do  you  do?"    "What  is  your  name?"    "Good  day!" 

Nearly  70  of  the  112  members  of  the  Chicago  Association  are  above 
the  age  limit.

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The  chairman  of  the  committee  of  public  health  of  the  A.  M.  A. 
The  chairman  of  the  committee  on  education  of  the  A.  M.  A. 
Ex-chairmen  galore. 

A  member  of  the  Council  of  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy  of  the  A.  M.  A. 
Three  secretaries  of  sections  of  the  A.  M.  A. 

In  brief,  every  Chicago  member  of  the  Oligarchic  ring,  and  practically 
every  one  of  its  satellites,  is  in  the  Illinois  R.  C.  A. 

Let  the  profession  remember  what  I  have  said  over  and  over  again 
as  I  have  been  preaching  for  the  past  seven  years  from  coast  to  coast  and 
from  Texas  to  New  York  that  the  Medical  Octopus  is  building  up  a  pow- 
erful political  ring  (and  is  said  to  be  backed  by  John  D.  Rockefeller,  who 
is  credited  with  controlling  interest  in  the  chain  of  Rexall  drug  stores ; 
at  any  rate  the  various  county  secretaries  of  the  Hook  Worm  Club  are 
credited  as  being  satellites  of  the  gang. )  To  support  and  to  hold  the 
ring  together  they  are  monopolizing  health  boards,  medical  schools,  medi- 
cal journals,  medical  publishing  and  advertising,  hospitals,  all  public  of- 
fices, the  Mediacl  Department  of  the  Army,  and  now  comes  the  National 
Board  of  Health,  which  Dr.  Gustave  Starke,  another  henchman  of  the 
Association:  says:  "HAS  MORE  POWER  THAN  ANY  COURT  IN 
THE  UNITED  STATES."  It  is  strange  that  he  was  so  bold  as  to  ad- 
mit it !  But  this  is  not  all.  Now  comes  the  proposed  monopoly  of  opera- 
tive surgery ! 

It  is  time  that  we  Homoeopaths  organized  and  asserted  our  rights. 
We  must  not  allow  this  medical  trust  to  come  into  our  colleges  and  dictate 
to  us  what  we  must  teach  or  study,  nor  can  we  longer  tolerate  them  to 
discriminate  against  us  in  public  health  appointments ;  nor  is  it  longer 
tolerable  that  we  should  be  required  to  take  allopathic  examinations  to 
enter  the  Army  or  Navy  as  physicians  or  surgeons  should  we  so  desire; 
nor  should  the  Government  Reserve  Corps  be  all  allopaths. 

I  repeat  it  is  time  that  we  devised  some  means  of  checkmating  this 
medical  Octopus.  Already  they  have  closed  the  doors  of  some  of  our 
colleges  and  reduced  the  number  of  graduates  in  all  of  them  until  today 
we  do  not  have  a  sufficient  number  of  graduates  annually  to  take  the 
place  of  homoeopathic  practitioners  who  have  died.  Colleges  which  ten 
years  ago  had  classes  numbering  more  than  seventy-five ,  today  have  less 
than  twenty-five.  Communities  all  over  the  U.  S.  are  begging  for  homoeo- 
pathic physicians,  but  instead  of  a  natural  increase  of  the  number  of 
graduates  to  fill  this  demand,  as  our  population  increases,  our  number 
of  graduates  are  decreasing  and  the  number  of  our  practitioners  are  de- 
creasing. As  our  number  decreases  the  trust's  power  to  legislate  against  us 
increases. 

This  trust  has  lobbyists  who  are  paid  to  watch  legislation  and  they 
are  eternally  "on  the  job."  Unopposed,  they  have  been  able  to  pass  or 
prevent  legislation  almost  at  will.  When  their  too  radical  measures  have 
been  opposed  by  local  uprisings  against  them  they  have  modified  their 
state  laws,  but  only  until  the  following  session  when,  through  amend- 
ments, thev  are  again  presented  with  their  original  venom  and  usuallv 
passed  sooner  or  later.  BECAUSE  WE  HAVE  NOT  HAD  PAID  MEN 
TO  LOOK  AFTER  OUR  INTERESTS  AND  OUR  PRACTITIONERS 
ARE  TOO  BUSY  TO  BE  RUNNING  TO  THE  LEGISLATIVE 
HALLS  EVERY  SESSION  THEMSELVES. — Dr.  Wm.  H.  Schwartz. 

The  foregoing  foreword  has  been  sent  broadcast  through- 
out the  country  heralding  the  advent  of  America's  Weekly 
Journal,  to  be  issued  in  the  interest  of  "Homoeopathy  and 
Humanity." 

The  motif  is  meritorious  in  the  extreme,  but  just  whether 
a  following  sufficiently  large  to  make  a  "go"  of  it  can  be 
secured,  is  a  question  demanding  time,  if  one  is  to  determine 
the  outcome  with  any  degree  of  deflniteness. 
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The  Critique  is  heartily  in  favor  of  a  publication  with 
either  pugilistic  or  progressive  propensities  sufficiently  devel- 
oped to  make  the  patronage  profitable  to  the  principle  in- 
volved. 

It  would  be  overjoyed  on  seeing  something,  at  least, 
occasionally  simulating  a  scrappy  sentiment,  provided  the  ef- 
fort is  not  too  painfully  apparent  a  desire  to  apologize  for 
homoeopathy  and  decency.

Our  present  "national"  representation  is  so  utterly  use- 
less from  a  standpat  standpoint  one  wonders,  quite  frequently, 
why  it  should  continue  a  millstone  about  our  necks,  when  the 
sailing  would  be  so  much  smoother  were  it  discarded  alto- 
gether, and  the  money  invested  in  propagandistic  work,  such 
as  suggested  by  Dr.  Casseday  recently  and  which  the  Journal 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Homoeopathy  attempted  to  dis- 
courage with  its  customary  cautiousness. 

It  has  shewn  no  disposition  to  defend  homoeopathy; 
makes  no  demands  for  recognition  in  either  public  or  private 
affairs,  consequently  need  expect,  nor  does  it,  deserve  anything 
greater  than  the  very  scantest  courtesy  in  case  its  conduct  is 
brought  forward  for  consideration  and  criticism. 

This  is  not  written  as  a  slam  at  Editor  Horner  or  the 
Journal  committee.  It  is  directed  "at''  the  membership  in 
general,  who  by  their  apathy  and  attitude  of  "don't  care" 
have  permitted  the  A.  M.  A.  to  place  them  in  a  position  re- 
quiring very  energetic  action  to  offset  the  advantage  already 
acquired  in  public  affairs  by  this  aggressive  organization. 

In  the  meantime  let  us  look  up  the  merits  of  this  publica- 
tion that  is  to  be  a  sort  of  salvation  for  homoeopathy  and 
humanity.

WOMAN  PHYSICIAN    FOR  KOREA. 

A  Christian  woman  with  medical  training  is  needed  in  the  Canadian 
Presbyterian  Mission,  working  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  Korean 
Peninsular,  with  headquarters  at  Jen  San.  about  135  miles  north  of 
Seoul,  the  capital- 

A  wonderful  Christian  opportunity  is  presented  in  this  section.  Men. 
women  and  children  from  all  parts  of  Korea  are  flocking  into  it.  This  is 
the  psychologcal  moment  in  the  Christian  history  of  the  district  and 
workers  are  urgently  needed.  Of  the  I2.ood.C30  people  in  Korea,  this 
church  is  responsible  for  the  evangelization  of  i.oco.ooo  in  the  extreme 
north.  The  population  in  this  one  field  is  greater  than  that  of  New 
Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Xova  Scotia  combined.  All 
Canada  has  over  6.700  physicians — one  to  every  1.030  people.  In  this 
section  of  Korea  there  are  less  than  a  score  of  physicians. 

Instruction  in  hygiene  in  a  country  that  has  never  learned  the  very 
first  principles  of  cleanliness,  suggests  one  large  service  which  a  medical 
missionary  can  render. 

"It  is  but  a  step  from  belief  in  the  foreign  doctor,  who  heals  the 
body  to  belief  in  the  foreign  doctor's  God.  who  heals  the  soul." 
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The  people :  Openness  of  heart  and  rapidity  of  response  mark  the 
Koreans.  Most  of  them  live  in  small  towns  and  villages.  Three  great 
faiths  have  gripped  them  in  the  past.  Confnsianism.  Buddhism  and  spirit 
worship.  The  men  of  the  lower  classes,  with  the  great  majority  of 
women,  are  uneducated. 

"The  task  which  confronts  the  missionary  societies  at  work  in 
Korea  is  that  of  providing  an  evangelistic  force  sufficient  to  give  direc- 
tion to  the  activities  of  the  church  during  this  generation  (i  1.800.000 
Koreans  are  still  non-Christian)  ;  a  teaching  force  sufficient  to  man  a 
strong  Christian  university,  theological  and  medical  schools;  a  normal 
college:  and  to  direct  the  educational  work  which  must  center  around 
each  mission  station. 

"A  start  has  been  made  in  work  for  unfortunate  classes,  such  as  the 
blind.,  deaf  and  dumb,  lepers,  opium  victims  and  orphans ;  work  which 
needs  to  be  developed  and  strengthened. 

"There  is  a  special  call  for  an  educated  staff  to  carry  on  the  work 
among  women,  whose  openness  of  mind  and  responsiveness  of  heart  con- 
stitute them  one  of  the  most  hopeful  classes."  (Report  of  World  Mis- 
sionary Conference,  1910. ) 

Appointment  to  this  work  will  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  which  provides  traveling 
expenses,  living  quarters  and  outfit  allowance,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
missionary  salary  which  is  based  upon  what  experience  shows  to  be 
necessary  to  provide  comfortable  support.

THE  WORLD  RENOWNED  LOOP  ON  MOFFAT  LINE
